COM. HOCKEY MANAGER 



H, Galley, of Commerce "24, has 
been appointed manager of the Com- 
merce All-Star team, which will enter 
the Faculty Series in the near future. 

For the last two years Commerce 
has been able to gain top place, and 
they arc looking forward this season 
to making it three in a row. 



Mr. Russell D. Bell was the speaker 
at the Commercial Sooicty last night, 
and he gave one of the most interest- 
ing and instructive talks that the So- 
ciety has had since its inauguration. 
His subject was the part tha* security 
houses played in the present financial 
system. 

Bond houses are practically new in 
the financial scheme of things, having 
become of importance only during the 
last twenty-five years. There arc three 
different institutions which arc occu- 
pied in the financing of industry. The 
first of these is the commercial hank 
which can only finance it for a short 
period of time. The second of these 
s the bond house, and the third, the 
stock exchange. 

Then again there are different types 
of bond houses. There is the contin- 
ental type, in vogue in countries 
where there is surplus of money to in- 
vest over the amount of securities of- 
fered. Canada and U.S. have been 
borrowing countries, and as a conse- 
quence have had to develop houses 
with a sales force. There are only 
about two houses in the U.S. which 
have no .-.ales force, one of which is 
the firm of J. P. Morgan and Co., the 
great international bankers. A com- 
pany, such as the latter, deals largely 
with governments and big corpora- 
tions, and sell their bonds through oth- 
er companies. 

The bond house which is more com- 
monly known is the kind which pur- 
chases bonds and distributes them 
through its own sales force. It is in 
this manner that most of the bonds 
are sold. Brokers also buy small por- 
tions of issues and resell them to their 
clients. 

The work of the investment banker 
is indeed a complicated one, and 
exceedingly difficult. The banker does 
not really make a temporary loan, but 
a permanent investment, and receives a 



Thirty members of the répertoriai and 
editorial staffs of the McGill Daily, in- 
cluding twelve representatives from the 
R. V. C. and M. S. P. E., met in 
Hie Daily Office in the Union Oast night 
at 8 o'clock. The speaker of the evening 
was Mr. Bernard Rose, a prominent 
lawyer and one who has played a very 
important role as a member -of various 
conciliation boards in labor disputes 
Mr. Rose spoke mainly on the substance 
and working of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. 

The meeting was opened by the read 
ing of the minutes of the previous gath- 
ering, following which J. L. O'Brien, 
president of the Daily, congratulated the 
women on their Pink Issue, which was 
well executed. The president then 
brought forward for discussion such fea 
turcs as the ballot for the most popular 
student, and other such questions. 

The speaker was then introduced. He 
explained that his only connection with 
the "Star" was in sending occasional let 
tcrs and having them refused. He also 
explained that he was a lawyer and not a 
newspaper man except to the extent of 
covering labor meetings for the "Wit- 
ness" .and oil certain occasions writing 
economic articles, which he contributed 
to the "Standard." He explained that 
owing to insufficient time he had not 
come rrcparcd to give a shop. talk, and 
as every man who gets a livelihood in 
the city is vitally concerned in the main 
tcjiancc of industrial peace and in the 
continual functioning of public utilities 
and as he was most conversant " with 
that topic, he had chosen as his subject 
the act to aid in prevention of strikes 
and lockouts in mines and industries con- 
nected with public utilities, which came 
into effect in 1907. He wctn on to say 
that if a strike continues for a time it 
works injury on the public. Especailly 
is this the case with strikes which result 
in the cessation of public utilities, when 
besides employer and employees, the in- 
nocent pubHc as a whole is the chief suf- 
ferer. Thus to prevent such inconveni- 
ence, and general dislocation of busi- 
ness, resulting from such strikes, the 
Industrial Disputes Act was passed. An 
employer is defined as anyone employ- 
ing more than ten men or operating any 
vital public industry. By the Act pub-

Mr. A. Mathieu, Secretary of the 
Trade and Labour Council, spoke lo the 
Canadian Economic Problems Group on 
"Labour," under the four headings as 
outlined. 

Firstly, "what do they want?" He 
emphatically claimed that Labour want- 
ed only four things; work, and in return 
for their work they expected to receive 
the means to provide themselves and 
their families with food, clothing and a 
respectable home. Secondly, "what is 
wrong now?" In the majority of cases 
businesses arc run mainly for profit to 
pay their shareholders tho highest divi- 
dends possible. To accomplish this, 
products must be sold at the highest pos- 
sible price and produced with a minimum 
labour cost. The worker's identity is 
not considered, he is merely a means to 
an end. Thirdly, "what is the remedy?" 
All professional men, when they start to 
practice, have to join some protective 
organization as The Ear, Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society, Medical College, etc. These 
ire all forms of unions, so with the 
vorking men their only means of redress 
is lo join some protective organisation, 
and this they have the right to do by 
law. 

Fourthly, "what means do they pro- 
pose to use?" Understanding between the 
employers and workers is the first -es- 
sential with the recognition of each oth- 
er's rights. There should be legislation 
covering such things as child labour, 
minimum wages, unemployment pen- 
sions and the like. 

After the meeting there was a half 
hour of lively discussion. The group

Our noted recent visitor, Sir Robert Home, pointed out that 
er we leave the halls of learning and become engaged in. the busi- 
ness of everyday life, we shall find it very difficult to increase our 
stock of knowldgc, with the exception of what we gain by expert- 
ise said: "It is worth while to make that stock of learning 
\as great as you can, while you are in college." He does not mean by 
i this that we are to become irretrievable book-worms, but he docs 
rçièan that we should not waste the days, which we are priviliged to 
spend in college, in any foolish and unimportant sidelines. Wc are 
here to fit ourselves for the greater tasks of the outer world ; wc 
' uld constantly bear this fact in mind.

There is a low crescendo rolling of 
kettle-drums and the vast auditorium 
is hushed. The heavy velvet curtain 
goes up on the "atmospheric pro- 
logue" of the "extra-super film" of 
the year. For eighteen months pa-st 
thirty-seven historical experts have 
been ransacking the British Isles to 
assemble the material for a superb pic- 
ture that is to do justice to the Eng- 
land of the Tudor Kings and Queens. 
Over a million dolars has flowed like 
water into the capacious pockets of 
sub-directors, stars, stagc-carpcntcrs. 
and n#ess agents. We arc to sec the 
gorgcousness of old-time chivalry, the 
lavish splendour of the courts of 
Prance and England flash across the 
silver screen. No wonder that the 
eyes of the public, weary with long 
waiting, hang palpitating with expec- 
tation on the very fringe of the cur- 
lain as it rises. 

On the stage a woman is singing. 
Mow truly Tudor she looks as she 
stands robed in vivid green between 
the purple-lighted window and a wide, 
cr divan style Louis XV. A young 
man in a cloak joins her on the stage, 
and they sing in unison. One cannot 
hear what they arc singing, but how 
truly Tudor they look, how chivalrous, 
how gorgeous. 

The "atmosphere" is at an end, and 
the "extra-super-film" begins. Henry 
VI ÎI and his Queen grace a tournes 1 
in honour of the sixteenth birthday of 
Mary, the Princess Royal. With 
true Tudor delicacy it is to he a quiet 
little family affair; no unnecessary 
pomp or expense, lionee the King, the 
Queen and the Princess Royal are the 
only people of consequence present. A 
few yokels stand respectfully beyond 
the barriers. They are in a frenzy of 
excitement for no, les's than two val- 
iant knights are to break a lance this 
day. One of these knights is no less 
a personage than his Grace the Duke 
of Buckingham, who. to oblige the 
thirty-seven historical experts, has 
come all the way from the seventeenth 
century,, when his title was created, to 
«race (he royal tournay. The other 
knight isn't really a knight at all. lie 
is Charles Brandon, and we last, saw 
him in the part of a young American 
millionaire. He hasn't changed much, 
ijHitl looks rather uncomfortable in [lie 
armour provided for him by the his- 
torical experts. 

; As we might expect, Charles Bran- 
don is victorious and wins the sus 1 - 
sccptible heart of the Princess on the 
spot. The breathless audience is now 
privileged to witness the interior of 
Hampden Court Palace, which has 
been "reproduced in minutest detail" 
by the immortal experts. King Henry's 
lavishtU'ss is incredible, and enough to 
send a thrill of indignation through 
any democratic breast. He has at 
least three attendants. His Grace of 
Bticlcingliatn, a Court Jester, and a 
Cardinal Wolscy, whom the

King Henry attract- 
ed by the upload is floored by a fly- 
ing billet of Flanders weave in the 
doorway. \\'ç are intensely amused. 
As true democrats we can conceive of 
nothing more comic than to witness 
the chapliiicsque discomfiture of one 
of the most astute of all English mon- 
arch.-,. Besides, it is considered quite 
comme il faut in the best 1-Iolywood 
circles. 

Dut we might float on tor ever 
from the crest or one glittering, rich- 
ly-storied scene to the next. We 
might follow the Princess Royal to 
France and laugh uproariously at the 
fresh comic relief introduced in her 
marriage with Louis XII. But his- 
tory — at least according to the "ille- 
gitimate drama." repeats itself, and re- 
petition become tedious in the end. 
We shall skip the funny parts, and the 
whole thing is funny, painfully funny. 
Wc shall weep loud tears of joy at the 
happy, truly democratic climax.

WHERE THE BLUE BEGINS 
By Christopher Morley. 

When Swift wished to write his 
bitterest satire upon the human race 
he imagined mankind with the form 
and intellect of hors'es;. Chrij'.ophcr 
Morley has been kinder, i !e has in 
verted the formula of the great Irish 
man, and with a magir.ian .4 alchemy 
has transmuted an animal race to the 
shape and imagining of humans. It is 
excellent fooling, with a serious 
thought behind, and the pity and folly 
of much in our modern life that is de 
serving of satire is clearly dcmoiistrat 
ed by the method of "rcduclio ad ab 
surdurit." 

The book is the story of one, Mr. 
Gissing, a canine bachelor living alone 
on a moderate income, who is troub- 
led by vague importtinings of desire, 
longings to escape the bonds and ties 
of life wound loo tight around his 
shins. Ile seeks to find escape where 
(lie blue begins at the long horizon's 
edge. But always as he travels to- 
wards the blue, it recedes, and still 
g'eams its dazzling invitation at the 
far rim of the world. In search of an 
escaping. Mr. Gissing bids farewell to 
his little household— Mrs. Spaniel, the 
housekeeper, and the three small pup- 
pies that Gissing had discovered de- 
scried in his meadow, (Dear me, inno- 
cent pledges of sin, J dare say.") and 
whom he had adopted, much to the 
scandal of the neighbourhood. Ile 
makes his way to the tall city where 
the beginning of the blue is caught in 
liitle airy wisps among the. roofs and 
cornices of giant skyscrapers. 

Mr. Gissing wanders about the 
streets at night with a poet's eye for 
the romance and beauty of Xcw York, 
and ponders deep in his doggy heart 
things dear to the imagining of youth, 
questionings of truth and beauty and 
freedom, and the ultimate meaning of 
things, and of God, the thought of 
whom he finds, causes him uncon- 
sciously to wag his tail. Crossing on 
the ferry to his lodging house, his boat 
passes astern of a great liner, and then 
'Gissing saw .the four tall funnels 
oom up above the shed of the pier 
where she lay berthed. What was it 
that made his heart so stir? The per- 
fect rake of the funnels— -just that sat- 
isfying angle of slant— that, absurdly 
enough, was the nobility of the sight. 
Jusl that little trick of the architect, 
useless in itself — what was it but the 
touch of swagger, of bravado, of defi- 
ance— going out into the vast, mean- 
ingless, unpitying sea with that dainty 
arrogance of build; taking the trouble 
to mock the senseless elements, hurri- 
cane, ice and fog, with a 15-dcgrcc 
slope of masts and funnels .... 
damn, what was the analogy? 

"It was pride, it was pride! It was 
the same lusty impudence that he saw 
in his perfect city, the city that cried 
out to the hearts of youih, jutted her 
mocking pinnacles toward sky, her 
clumsy turrets vcrticallcd on gold. And 
Cod, the God of gales and gravity, 
loved His children to dare and contra- 
dict Him. to rally Him with equations 
of their o\\ n. 
"'God,: I defy you,' he cried."

ALCHEMY: ANCIENT AND 
MODERN 
H. Stanley Redgrove, F.C.S. 

In the house of science there arc 
many mansions; there are problems 
and controversies to suit every type of 
inquiring mind; there arc dainty mor 
sels of fact and fancy for the most dis- 
criminating scientific palate. Yet 
somehow we seem to remain unsatis 
ficd by the intellectual wealth which 
i has to offer; wc sigh for new worlds; 
we turn with continued interest to- 
wards those fascinating fields with 
which most scientists will have no 
thing to do and whose theories and 
discoveries they repudiate. 

Those mysterious studies which 
touch upon the outskirts of science, 
but which arc refused a place within 
its kingdom, those "pseudo-sciences" 
like Astrology, Alchemy, Necromancy 
and the rest, have fallen from their 
high estate. They are regarded now 
as mere playthings of the imagination, 
unfit to be the objects of serious 
thought and endeavor. Not so many 
centuries ago, however, Alchemy at 
least had a much more important place 
in the sun. Its double quest, first 
for the "Philosopher's Stone." which 
should turn all the baser metals into 
gold, and second for the "Elixir 
Yitae," which should restore youth 
and vitality to the "oldest inhabitants," 
was regarded as perhaps the most im- 
lortant task to which men might bend, 
their energies. And even today there 
arc few of us who do not like to take 
an intellectual holiday upon occasions, 
ind leave the pursuit of the elusive 
lectron to others, while wc hobnob 
for a while with Chose daring thinker, 
o whose specula! ions there were no 
limits, and who thought that by mix- 
ing substances in iron retorts they 
might one day find the secrets ot 
icallh and liappii'ioss. 

In "Alchemy: Ancient and Modern," 
Mr. Redgrove has given us an inter- 
esting account of the first principles 
of the "science," as well as a picture 
of its historical development. "Al- 
chemy had its origin in the attempt t< 
apply, in a certain manner, the princi 
pies of Mysticism to the things of tilt 
physical plane." It involved a physi- 
cal theory of the universe, a theorj 
which held, in the words of one of ear- 
lier Alchemists, that "the metals arc 
one in essence, and spring from the 
same seed in the womb of Nature, but 
arc not all equally matured and per- 
fect, gold being the highest product 
of Nature's powers." The great task 
was to further this natural develop- 
ment, to help the metals realize their 
hidden powers, and by the aid of Ihc 
Philosopher's Stone, to turn them all 
into gold. Towards the end of the 
!7th century, considerable tcstimon> 
appeared to the effect that the Philo- 
sopher's Stone had at last been dis- 
covered, and that it had effected sonic 
remarkable transformations. On the 
exact nature of this substance these 
witnesses arc most unfortunately 
dumb, and the secret of its manufac- 
ture, if it ever was known, was certain- 
ly not handed down to future genera- 
tions. Apparently we will be obliged, 
for some little time at least, to coi 
tinuc earning our own gold by the 
sweat of our brow. 

After a long pcr'-d of prosperity, 
Alchemy fell upon evil days. In place 
of the real idealism and sincerity of 
purpose which characterized the ear 
lier Alchemists, quackery set in, and 
all sorts of impostures and deceptions 
were foisted upon a gullible public. 
The principle of giving the people 
what they want seems to have been 
widely recognized even in those days, 
and the later Alchemists wen: not slow 
to take advantage of its rich and var- 
ied possibilities. 

Alchemy and the Alchemists have 
left their mark upon modern civiliza- 
tion, for out of their efforts the science 
of Chemistry as we know it was born. 
And although it may seem a far cry 
from ancient Alchemy to the Chemis- 
try of our own day, Mr. Redgrove 
draws .an interesting parallel between 
them, and finds in the physico-chemi- 
cal researches into the spontaneous 
transformations of radio-active ele- 
ments the modern counterpart of the 
efforts of the mediaeval experimenters. 
Whether that will ever mean the dis- 
covery of the Philosopher's Stone he 
does not venture to prophesy. 

And what about that still more pre- 
cious gift, the Elixir of Life? Will 
the new Chemistry discover, by the 
time we reach our second childhood, 
that our first childhood is again ours' 
for the asking? Who knows?

that remain; and shot through them 
all, intertwined among all other mem- 
ories, rings the music that Franz 
Schubert wrote. Shades of the old 
composers! To hear the romantic 
beauty of Schubert's setting to "Ave 
Maria," the tender charm of his "Ser- 
enade" the rousing lilt of the "Marche 
Militaire," the graceful "Moment Mus- 
ical," and the now so well-known 
strains of the "Unfinished Symphony" 
—all this in a modern musical comedy. 
It is indeed a pleasing innovation. 

But it is not only its daintiness of 
setting, and the rare grace ot the 
music, that makes "Blossom Time" 
a production of more than usual sig- 
nificance. It is a fairly uncommon 
thing to find a musical play with any- 
thing more than a shame-faced apol- 
ogy for a plot. In this respect, loo, 
this week's offering at His Majesty's 
is pleasantly surprising. The drama is 
consistent, and well-sustained, and 
rises to a fine climax in tlvc bitter 
iestruction of the composer's house of 
Jrcanis in a poignant scene that al- 
most attains in tragic intensity the 
heights of opera. 

The case is well chosen— a differ- 
ent one from that which visited the 
city earlier in the season, but in every 
way as adequate— and the principals, 
at least, can sing in a mnncr worthy 
of the score. The honours of the even- 
must go to Miss Edith Thayer, 
>vhosc sparkling personality and clear 
soprano voice found their fullest cx- 
iression in her interpretation of the 
'rincipal role of Mitzi, the girl who 
aptivates the composer's heart. Joseph 
loscph Mendelsohn, as Schubert, gets 
maximum from a difficult part, 
icting with a fine restraint and sing- 
ng in a manner that leaves nothing to 
he desired. Only once does he let 
himself go; and at that bitter moment 
when he sings the song which he has 
composed lo express his love for the 
girl, who has been won to another by 
that same tender music, the passion- 
He breakdown that concludes the sec- 
ond act is more than justified. The 
omedy is in accomplished hands. The 
'ibulous obesity e>f Mr. Kranz, and 
lis malapert loquacity more than once 
brings down the laughter of the house. 

"Blossom Time" is a dainty little 
''lay, it contains undoubted dramatic 
merest, and the music is all that could 
'c desired. There have been few 
■leasanter shows in town this season, 
ud a return visit is welcome.

lie utilities employées are compelled to 
apply to the Minister of Labor, saying 
that thej' cannot conic to terms with 
their employer, and they also apply for 
a board of conciliation. In this appli- 
cation they include their nominee for 
the board. This is thai sent to the 
employer, who returns his statement, in 
which he names his representative on 
the board. If wtihin five days these 
members cannot appoint a chairman, the 
Minister docs so. The agreement ar- 
rived at is not binding, but at no time 
must the employees cease work. It will 
thus be readily seen that a good deal of 
bitterness would be diminafed and an 
understanding tending to a more amic- 
able settlement be reached. 

Mr. Rose went on to say that the 
function of the Board was to reconcile 
opposing parties and to reach an agree- 
ment without compulsion. As an inter- 
esting fact, bearing on the question, the 
spsakcr said that Canada in proportion 
to her population, liad a great deal less 
strikes than such countries as the United 
States or Australia. 

H. O. O'Hagan moved a vote of 
thanks to the speaker, which was sec- 
onded by Smith. Refreshments were 
then served and the meeting concluded.

Bonds are .-obi in three different 
ways. First, wholesale to other bond 
bouses, if the issue is large.

The bond salesman must have a lit- 
tle higher degree oi intelligence, 
knowledge of affairs, etc.. than the av- 
erage salesman of other goods. These 
men are divided into three groups, 
namely, travelling, city and institu- 
tional salesmen, of which the latter 
must be the more experienced. 

The security business offers a par- 
ticular appeal lo college men, because 
there is no 'other kind in which a col- 



lege education is so necessary. The 
value of a trained mind is much more 
evident, as there is no rule of working 
by rule of thumb as in llie commercial 

banking business.
